God knowerh 
that when 1 met with anyofhise- 
flatc, beivg of like gravity;pace and 
countenance, how I pittied thern, 
thinking that they did endure that 
whicty I did ſee him dayly ſuffer,

the cauſes above named, I did like 


- him well,but onelythat me thought 


he was coo preiumptaous, where I 
ofcen wiſhed tharſeeing he foplain- 
ly perceived his own poverty, he 
would ſomerhing have hid his fan- 
eaſtical} pride, Bur as I think, tis a 
commont uſuatt rule amongſt fuch as 
he, who though they haye not a 
croffe/io the World, nor a Denier, 
cthe' Cap muſt needs ſtand in his old 
place : bat if God of his mercy do 
not order the matter, all fach are 
like crodie of that vile difeafe. 

As1 RR in ſuch eftate, ſa- 
ftamims che lifethat I have told yau, 
ns 2 which neared 
ro peefae me, would not yer faffer 
me to continne in that tronblefome 
and ſhameful kinde of life. For the 
naatter þ thus: The Lords 
ofthe Councel made Proctamation 
becauſe 
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that that yeer there was ſcarcity of 
Corn, all poor people that were 
ſtrangersſhould forſake theCity,up- 
on pain that be which from thence 
forth ſhould be taken, ſhould be 
puniſhed with ſtripes : and ſo exe- 
cuting the Law, within three dayes

was amongſt certain poor Women, 
which were Spinners, and Cap- 
knitters, which ſaved my life, by 
reaſon of the acquaintance I had 
with them, being our near Neigh- 
bours 2 For of that mcat they had, 


7 ſhould have a little, wherewith 7 
did not ſo lament mine own caſe, as 
I did my poore Maſters, which in 8 
Cayes 'did not cat one morſell ac 


the leaſt, we wereſolong at home 


without meat : bur indecd 7know 
not whither he went, ror what he 
dideartabroad,yernotwithftanding, 
for all this, you ſhould ſee him come 
ſometimes up the ſtreet with a body 
as large as any Gray-houndsof good 
race, and for to maintaine his poor 
honour, he was wont co take a ſtraw 
in his hand, whercof alſo there was 
wan in our houſe, and ſtandi 

without the do :r, would cherewkk 
pick thoſe which had lictle need of 
picking, for any thing that had ſtuck 
in them wicheating. Lamenting till 
the unluckineſs of that houſe, he 
would' ſay, it grieveth me, to ſee 


 howalour ſorrow commeth of this 


houſe; thou ſceſt how uncomforta- 
ble and dark itis, and as long as we 
dwell here, we are like to be thys 
tormented, 
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tormented, therefore I would” to 
God the moneth were ended that 
we might depart out of it, 

And as we continued in this af. 
fied and famiſhing perſecution, 
one day a * RyaH cnired tato the 
power of my Maſtcr, I know not by 
what: luck and adventane, 
wherewith he came home ſo blow- 
ing, as if he had brought with him 
the whole treaſure of Fenice, and fo 
with a merry and lively  counte- 
nance he giveth it to me;ſaying,take 
here L4z4r0,now God beginnethto 
opcahis hand, and ro {mile upon us, 
go quickly tothe Market-placeand 
buy bread, wine and fleth, that we 
may break the Devills enviouseye : 
and furthermore, becauſe thou ſhalt 
have.,good cauſe to rc ice, thou 
ſbalr underſtand, that 1 have hired 
another Houſc,rheretore the month 
onceended, we will no longerabide 
ia this miſerable uglucky Houſe, 
curſed be it, and he that laid the _
